Three women. companions of the 
outlaws also were arrested. 

The men were caught unpre- 
pared; not a shot was fired. The 
men are wanted for a long series 
of crimes in the Middle West, in- 
cluding murder, robbery, 
breaking and jail delivery. 

Two Firemen Give First Clew. 

Two Tucson firemen, 


Benedict and Robert Freeman, who 
last Monday helped Makley.. and 


lark remove their. gage * ron 
a burning hote™WePre-egedited with 
providing the clew that led to the 
arrests. 

The day after the blaze, the two 


firemen saw photographs in a de- 
tective story magazine, which car- 
ried an account of the Dillinger 
gane’s activities. They observed 
that the men they had helped at 
the hotel resembled two of the out- 
laws pictured in the magazine and 
they reported the fact to police. 

Detectives learned that the bag- 
gage removed from the hotel had 
been taken to a residence recent- 
ly rented to a “J. €C. Davis." 
“Davis” proved to be Clark. Four 
patrolmen in plain clothes sur- 
rounded the house and one of them, 
Chet Sherman, entered the front 
door. 

Clark Subdued in Fight. 

Clark seized the policeman’s 
pistol, grappled with him, and was 
raising his own pistol to shoot Sher- 

yaman, whom he had thrown on a 
med, when the other policemen 
broke into the house and subdued 
the desperado with a blow on the 
head. 

Makley was taken without a 
struggle. Officers found him at 
én electric goods store in Tucson’s 


business district where he was pur-’ 


chasing a police-type radio receiv- 
ing set. 
Word of the arrests reached Pier- 
pont but he was arrested as he was 
about to drive away from an auto- 
mobile camp in a ear piled high 
With baggage.

The Aldermen also passed an or- 
dinance to reduce the city automo- 
bile license fee, at a cost of about

Julius Zweig, promoter of the 
“Gold Bond” lottery, based on daily 
reports of Federal Treasury bal- 
ancés, was sentenced to two years 
in the Federal Reformatory at Chil- 


licothe, O., and fined $5000 and 
costs when he pleaded guilty of 
evading Federal income taxes. 

Zweig was charged with evading 
$38,882 the Government claimed for 
income taxes in 1929 and 1930. 

At the request of his counsel, who 
said Zweig’s wife was an expectant 
mother, Judge Faris granted a stay 
of execution until March 15. 

Abraham Lowenhaupt, attorney, 
who withdrew from the case after 
representing Zweig in an effort to 
compromise the Government’s claim 
for taxes, said he did not believe 
Zweig’s real income approached the 
figure alleged by the Government, 
which claimed he had a total in- 
come of $165,884 in 1929 and 1930. 

Lowenhaupt said Zweig retained 
not more than 2 per cent of the 
money which came into his posses- 
sion through the sale of lottery

CHICAGO, Jan. 26—In 1905 the 
late Reuben H. Donnelley’s broker- 
age business went into bankruptcy 
and his large debts were settied 
for anywhere from 10 to 26 cents 
on the dollar. So far as the law 
went, he owed not a cent. 

But in 1927, from the profits of 
the printing business he later es- 
tablished, he paid off every cred- 
itor, The 22-year-old debt totaled 
$141,687.82, and he added the inter- 
est, which amounted then to $131,

year, on the ground that.it was a 
debt, .But the. Gove | held 
that he had been discharged from 
bankruptcy and that he did not 
owe anything; consequently, the In- 
ternal Revenue experts ruled, his 
payments were gifts and as such 
liable to. income tax. The tax 
claimed was $68,439.34. 

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals handed down its final 
decision yesterday. “These pay- 
ments,” it read, “to the creditors 
were really gifts, although the le- 
gitimate object is commendable.

Zweig operates the Premium 
Press, 1624:Delmar boulevard, and 
lives at 7026 Amherst place, Uni- 
versity City. 

He was arrested on the addition- 
al charge of presenting false affi- 
davits recently. The affidavits pyr- 
ported to be the statements of 16 
persons that they had received cash 
prizes ranging from $250 to $5000 on 
lottery tickets. 

Zweig had made a compromise 
offer to pay a tax of $1700 for each 
of the two years in question. He 
represented that the owner of the 
lottery business was a Chicagoan, 
who was the ultimate recipient of 
half of the funds he collected.

Prof. Kemmerer Says Devaluation 


Means Cheap Dollar, Huge Rise 


In Price Level 


After Depression 


NEW YORK, Jan, 26.—Edwin W. 
Kemmerer, profussor of ‘interna- 
tional finance in Princeton Univer- 
sity and known in Wall street as 
the “financial doctor of nations,’ 
does some prescribing for his own 
country’s monetary ills in “Kem- 
merer on Money,” a 192-page book 
published today. 

The professor, who has served 
as financial adviser by invitation 
to 12 foreign Governments, begins 
his preface with the statement: 

“In times of economic disorder, 
the man in the street jumps to the 
superficial conclusion that the 
cause of the trouble is a break- 
down in this all-pervasive thing, 
money, and that the remedy is to 
be found in some sort of monetary 
reform. Furthermore, since the 
average man measures his wealth 
and, to a large extent, his welfare, 
in terms of the amount of money 
he commands, and -ince no man 
has ‘enough money’ to satisfy him- 
self, and nearly every one finds his 
supply of money reduced in times 
of economic depression, the con- 
clusion is natural that, if the coun- 
try only had more money, all would 
be well. 

“It is significant that, just before 
Germany in the autumn of 1923 
stabilized her inflated paper at the 
astronomical figure of one trillion 
paper marks to one gold mark, 
there was widespread complaint in 
Germany that there was not enough 
money in circulation.” 

Of timely interest are Prof. 
Kemmerer’s views on President 
Roosevelt’s message to Congress an- 


nouncing a stabilization plan. He 
says: 

“If the assumption previously 
made in this book is sound, that 
the present high value of gold is 
but temporary and that, after the 
world depression has passed and 
the worldwide clamor for gold for 
hoarding purposes in the nervous 
stress and strain of critical years 
has subsided, the value of gold will 
depreciate to approximately what it 
was during the years 1921 to 1929, 
to about that of the year 1926, then 
the adoption of the President's sta- 
bilization rate would give -‘esults 
approximately as follows: 

“A 60-cent dollar would give us 
ultimately a general price level 
about 72 per cent higher than the 
price level of November, 1933, and 
about 27 per cent higher than that 
of 1926. A 50-cent dollar, on the 
same assumption, would yield ulti- 
mately a general price level higher 
than that of 1926. 

“Either of these price levels 
would’ represent an enormous de- 
preciation in the value of the dol- 
lar. 

“Such devaliuations would go al- 
together too far in reducing the 
burdens of the debtor classes at the 
expense of the creditor classes, and 
would be very unfair to the credi- 
tors.” y

It is true my mortgage is a lit- 
tles easier to pay on my dwelling 
house or on my farm, but all my 
cost of living has gone up, so that 
the surplus with which I was get- 
ting rid of my debts has disap- 
peared: I can only buy the bare 
necessities for my family with what 
you have done to prices by the pas- 
sage of this bill.” 

“When we talk about assessing 
the creditor class for the benefit of 
the hard-pressed debtors of Ameri- 
ca, we do not stop often enough to 
think who are the creditor class. 
Obviougly the person who owns a 
bond is a creditor. The person who 
owns a mortgage is a creditor. We 
do not think of the people who 
have laid up their savings in a bank 
as being creditors, and yet they are 
one of the biggest creditor classes 
in America. We do not think of 
the insurance policy holders as be- 
ing of the creditor class. Yet they 
have some 55,000,000 insurance poli- 
cies in America, and we are cutting 
the value of every one of those 55,-

That vast group of» debtors, the 
greatest group of them all, is not 
a winner. 

Government Obligations. 

“There is one debtor that gains 
conspicuously at the first and that 
is the United States Government. 
By this measure it is cutting ai. 
most in half the obligations that it 
owes to its citizens. Practically a]| 
the American public debt is owned 
by American citizens. When we re. 
member how that debt was in. 
curred, how we begged people to 
buy until it hurt, when we remem.

CLEANING PISTOL 


Matthew L. Dearing, Mil- 
linery Manufacturers’ 
Agent, Found Dead by 
Wife on Return Home. 


Matthew L. Dearing, millinery 
manufacturers’ agent, ‘was found 
shot to death yesterday afternoon 
in his apartment at 5321 Cabanne 
avenue. He died of a bullet wound 
of the abdomen from a .32-caliber 


pistol, which ‘ apparently he had 
been cleaning. A coroner’s verdict 
of accident was returned today. 

Mrs. Dearing, returning home 
from a bridge game at 5 o'clock, 
called to her husband., Receiving 
no reply she walked to the chair in 
which he was:-reclining near a win- 
dow, and laid her hanad on his 
shoulder. Then she noticed the 
pistol caught on the front of his 
shirt by the hammer. His hand, 
holding an oil rag, was on the 
weapon. 

Dr. William Demko, 1319 South 
Broadway, called by Mrs. Dearing, 
pronounced Dearing dead. Police 
and the Coroner were notified. 

On a radiator shield beside Dear- 
ing’s chair was an oil can and a 
book of instructions on the care 
of a pistol. There were four cart- 
ridges in the weapon, and the eject- 
ed shell was on the floor. Dearing 
owned the pistol about 20 years and 
cleaned it periodically, his wife told 
officers. He had been in good 
health and spirits, and had no fi- 
nancial worries, she asserted. 

Born in St. Louis 55 years ago, 

Dearing formerly operated the 
Dearing Hat Co. For several years 
he had been a manufacturers’ agent 
with offices in the Fashion Square 
Building, 1307 washington avenue, 
where he was asscciated with the 
Feder Hat Co. 
Funeral services will be at 1:30 
ip. m. Monday from the Ambruster 
mortuary, 4053 Lindell boulevard, 
to Valhalla Crematory.

We 
knew that two of the racketeers 
had moved from their hotel to a 
suburban residence, and by looking 
over the records of the transfer 
companies, we were able to find 
one that appeared to tally with the 
parties we were hunting. 

“The first arrest followed only a 
very short time after we had been 
given the tip. Other captures were 
due partly to the remarkable mer-- 
ory on the part of one of the offi- 
cers, and partly to the braggadocio 
spirit of John Dillinger, who walk- 
ed into the house where Russell 
Clark had already been appre- 
hended.” 

Dillinger, talking through the 
bars of his cell, requested news- 
paper men to ask the “best lawyer 
in Tucson” to get in touch with him 
immediately, prepared to “frame 
up” something to keep him and his 
gang members in Arizona.

No Money Obtained—H. 
E. Vance Released in 
South St. Louis Hour 
After Holdup Attempt. 


Harry E. Vance, cashier of the 
Meramec Valley Bank in Valley 
Park was kidnaped today by two 
robbers after they had held him up 
in the bank building and made an 
unsuccessful effort to open the 
vault, protected by a time lock. He 
was released in South St. Louis, 
unharmed, a half hour latar. 

Vance stopped Police Sergeant 
Oscar Collard at Chippewa street 
and the Missouri Pacific tracks at 
8:45 a. m. and told him he has just 


been released there by the two 
holdup men. 

“They got me at 8:05, a few min- 
utes after I opened up the bank,” 
he said. “I had just taken off my 
coat when two men walked in, cov- 
ered me with pistols and ordered 
me to open the vault. 

) Tried to Open Vault. 

“IT told them it was no use to try 
because the timelock wasn’t ready 
to release yet. They tried to open 
the vault themselves but as they 
started to work they heard a noise. 
I heard it, too, but I don’t know 
what it was. 

“They concluded it was a burg- 
lar alarm. They accused me of set- 
ting it off and told me to start out 
ahead of them. We walked a block 
north from the bank, which is on 
the main street at Marshall road 
and~ Front street and got into an 
automobile. 

“They drove around the town for 
about 15 minutes, arguing whether 
they should go back and wait for 
the timelock. Finally they started 
back to the bank, but saw a car 
parked in front. The driver went 
north and east to Geyer road where 
he turned south, then east on High- 
way 66. They let me-off at the Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks and Chippewa 
street, without offering to harm 
me.” 

Vance, coatless and apparently 
worried, was s-en walking ahead of 
the two holdup men by Miss Emma 
O’Brien, bookkeeper at the bank, 
as she was on her way to work 
shortly after 8 o’clock. She called 
Marshal James of Valley Park and 
it was his car, parked in front of 
the bank, that caused the holdup 
men to abandon the robbery at- 
tempt. : 

The Pontiac coach used by the 
robbers was identified from its li- 
cense number as that stolen Tues- 
day night from Luther 8S.

Farmers Have Received $38,295,500 
in Return For Agreement to 
Cut 1934 Acreage. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Farm 
administration officials announced 
today that collections from the 
wheat processing tax were running 
well ahead of benefit payments. 

Wheat farmers have received to 
date $38,295,590 in return for agree- 
ing to curtail their 1934 wheat acre- 
age. This total is slightly more 
of -20-cents-per-bushel adjustment 
payments to be made to more than 
500,000 farmers. A second payment 
of 8 cents will be made when the 
contract terms are fulfilled. 

Processing tax collections of 30 
cents per bushel totaled $50,721,631 
to Dec. 31. This figure included 
about $13,000,000 floor stocks tax.

She said the jeweler, who was 56, 
had attempted to force his atten- 
tions on her for five years. She de- 
clared that she repulsed him again 
and reproached him for his con- 
duct, whereupon, she went on, he 
told her, "I deserve to die; kill 
me.” She stabbed and slashed him 
with a pocket knife.

Tells Chamber of. Com- 
merce Dinner Crowd He 
Favors Clean - Up ' and 
Build-Up Campaign. 

Two programs for advancement 
of St. “Louis were offered at the 
annual dinner of the Chamber of 
Commerce, held at Hotel Jefferson 
last night with an attendance of 
nearly 1000 business and professign- 
al men and public officiuls. 

The program proposed by Mayor 
Dickmann was designed in part, he 
said, “to take up the slack when the 
CWA workers are released by the 
Government.” 
He proposed: 

That. home owners and business 
houses have’ a clean-up, paint-up, 
build-up campaign; that bankers 
“have a little more confidence in 
men who need money and cannot 
go forward without borrowing— 
frozen money in bank vaults is al- 
most as bad as frozen loans;” that 
employers, in placing new workers, 
use the Government employment 
bureau at 1806 Washington avenue; 
and that the principles of the NRA 
be accepted as permanent and ap- 
plied in fullest possible measure. 

City to Extend NRA Plan. 

“Further adjustments are going 
to be made in the city govern- 
ment,” the Mayor said. “Most of 
our departments are now working 
in harmony with the NRA, and we 
are going to extend this to the hos- 
pitals and other city institutions. 
This will mean additional cost.” The 
Mayor outlined the proposed $16,- 
300,000 bond issue for hospitals, 
sewers, grade separations, under 
passes, electric power plant, audi- 
torium and courthouse completion, 
and Memorial and Aloe Plaza im- 
provement. 

Walter B. Weisenburger, presi- 
derit of the chamber, in his review 
of city, State and national affairs, 
commented on the bond issue plan, 
and suggested appointment of a 
Citizens’ Committee, to counsel with 
the Mayor and his cabinet on a 
bond issue “large enough to do the 
job.” Resulting tax questions will 
be perplexing, Weisenburger said, 
and he could not say where the 
Chamber of Commerce would stand, 
but predicted that it would be “on 
the right side eventually.” 

Proposes Birthday Gift. | 

Weisenburger presented his pro- 
gram in the form of a proposed 
“birthday gift for St. Louis,” the 
170th anniversary of the founding 
of St. Louis occurring this year. 
The 125th anniversary of the city’s 
incorporation also comes in 1934. 
As the “birthday gift,” he advo- 
cated: 

More aggressiveness in trade de- 
velopment; more major concern in 
city’s transportation future; greater

street traffic contral; downtown 
and river front rejuvenation; Eads 
Bridge and Municipal Bridge even- 
tually toll-free; outer park system;

Weisenburger talked at length 
about the Missouri school situation, 
holding that the State school sys- 
tem had not adopted measures of 
economy and modernization, and 
was unfairly demanding that an in- 
creased tax burden be placed on the 
cities. He blamed local taxing units, 
not the State government, for this 
condition. ; 

William T. Nardin, chairman of 
the board ef the Chamber of Com- 
merce, speaking on the New Deal, 
said that the slogan “Keep Govern- 
ment Out of Business” was “as dead 
as the most ancient mummy.” He 
advocated greater co-operation of 
business men, through the methods 
prescribed by the Government, for 
general welfare. 

“We must remove every reason- 
able basis of the charge that we 
pursue our special interest to the 
point of conflict with the public in- 
terest,” Nardin said.

Director Moore’s _ Report 
Touches on Discoveries and 
Ravages of Drouth. 


Ravages of drouth, installation 
of plants and trees by the thousand, 
discovery of wild ficwers not previ- 
ously known to grow in Missouri, 
rediscovery of a rare orchid in the 
Canal Zone, and a diverse range of 
abstruse problems in plant research 
were discussed in the annual report 
of Director George T. Moore in the 
current bulletin’ of Shaw’s Garden. 

More than 200,000 gallons of wa- 
ter was used in the rose garden in 
the last four consecutive dry, hot 
summers, he reported. Trees weak- 
ened by the drouth required the 
use of two tons of fertilizer, in doses 
conclusively -shown effective at the 
garden, “so much greater than any 
so far published that iit seems un- 
likely they will be generally fol- 
lowed.” 

The fertilizer in solution, and 
“many thousands of gallons of wa- 
ter,” were appiied directly to the 
roots by the use of a “hypodermic 
needle” of a quarter-inch pipe, 
which, as has been told in the Post- 
Dispatch, can be bought for a few

ON BAIL BONDS UNPAID 
Circuit Attorney Makes Annual Re- 
port on Forfeitures in 
- ort 
Unpaid judgments totaling $334, 
050 were outstanding in bail bond 
forfeitures in criminal case# in St. 


Louis Dec. 31, according to the an- 
nual report by Circuit i Attorney 
Miller for the information of the 
Governor, judges and police. 

The cases involved date back to 
1917, when Lawrence McDaniel was 
Circuit Attorney. A large number 
occurred during the term of How- 
ard Sidener. In addition to the 
$334,050, there aré $26,000 in de- 
clared forfeitures not pone to 
judgment.’ + 

The Circuit Attorney collected 
$500 last year, representing half of 
a judgment against Sam Silk. The 
other $500 due on the bond was re- 
mitted by Gov. Park. Since he took 
affice Jan. 1, 1929, Circuit Attorney 
Miller has collected $35,050 in bond 
judgments, the money going to the 
Board of Education. The amount 
coljected each year has gradually 
diminished since 1929, when collec- 
tions totaled $16,550, as a result of 
- weeding out of irresponsible sure- 

es. 

In the last three years $55,500 in 
bail judgments were checked off as 
uncollectable. Last year the check- 
off was $4800, representing four 
bonds signed by Henry West, Negro 
messenger for the Circuit Clerk. 
The report explains that West died 
during the year “leaving no prop- 
erty or estate,-and the judgments 
are worthless.”

Voluntary Reduction of Cotton 
Seems a Failure; Rigid Control 


Through Taxation Proposed 


|Move for-Act to Check Non-Co-operators; 
- Wallace Considers Plan—Application to 
Wheat, If Necessary, Studied. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — Ala- 
bama members of Congress today 
said they were ready for a switch 
to compulsory control of cotton 
production through a prohibitive 
tax on surpluses to meet the threat- 
ened failure of voluntary co-opera- 
tive control by the growers them- 
selves. 

Senator John Bankhead (Dem.), 
Alabama, who already has intro- 
duced a measure to provide gov- 
ernmental control,. said Senators 
and Representatives from the Mid- 
dle West were studying the possi- 
bilities of applying the same plan 
to wheat in case that course should 
seem to be necessary. 

The Senator and his brother, Rep- 
resentative Bankhead (Dem.), Ala- 
bama called at the White House 
yesterday and told President Roose- 
velt that intensive cultivation and 
non-co-operating farmers would de- 
feat the voluntary acreage reduc- 
tion program to regulate the cot- 
ton market and raise returns to 
farmers. 

Seemingly encouraged by the talk 
with the President, the brothers 
laid plans today to press for im- 
mediate action on compulsory con- 
trol legislation which would affect 
this year’s cotton crop. 

Wallace’s Questionnaire. 

Meanwhile, Secretary Wallace 
continued preparation of a ques- 
tionnaire which will be sent to 32,- 
000 growers in every county of the 
cotton belt to determine their atti- 
tude on baleage rather than acre- 
age control. Wallace has stated he 
will support the legislation if the 
Southern farmers show they want 
it. 

Under the surplus tax plan, each 
farmer would be allotted the num- 


ber of bales he would be 

to grow by usual farming methods 
on reduced acreage if he were co- 
operating with the acreage reduc- 
tion program, and farmers not now 
co-operating with the voluntary 
plan would be forced to lose the ad- 
vantage they seek to gain by not 
joining in the program. 

The tax plan would necessitate a 
revision of the bill as originally in- 
troduced by the Alabama Senator, 
which proposed that gins be li- 
censed and that only an allotted 
number of bales could be ginned 
from each farm each year. . 

Non-Co-operators Active. 

Since the new method of enforce- 
ment invoives a tax, the enabling 
measure must originate in the 
House. The Senator said his broth- 


er would introduce the revised bill 


but meanwhile he would not with- 
draw the original measure, now be- 
fore the Agriculture Committee. 

Recent hearings before the com- 
mittee, Bankhead said, showed that 
mules were moving in unusual] num- 
bers along Southern roads, that the 
purchase of fertilizer had increased, 
that much more plowing had been 
done in the South than in recent 
years, that a large acreage of land 
not recently planted to cotton was 
being prepared by non-co-operators 
for planting to cotton this year and 
that non-co-operators generally 
were preparing to increase their 
acreage. 

“With another 12,000,000 or 13, 
000,000 bale crop,” Bankhead said, 
“it is generally believed that the 
price for this year’s crop will be 
only 7 or 8 cents a pound at best. 
If my bill limiting the sale of new 
cotton to 9,000,000 bales is passed, 
it is generally accepted that the 
price will exceed 15 cents.” 


STILL FINDING VICTIMS 
OF INDIAN EARTHQUAKE 


Rescuers Discover Some Per- 
sons Alive After 11 Days 
in Debris.

CALCUTTA, Jan. 26.—Total fa- 
talities not exceeding 6000 and 


property damage in the millions will 
be the final toll of the earthquake 
felt throughout India on Jan. 15, it 
is believed here as rescue work pro- 
ceeds under stupendous difficulties. 
. Pestilence threatens Bihar and 
Orissa Provinces where hundreds 
of bodies remain under debris as 
deep as 15 feet. 

- Cholera broke out in a Monghyr 
isolation camp. Starved and almost 
insane persons still are being res- 
cued from the ruins in which they 
were pinned by the quakes. Many 
bodies are buried in cracks left by 
the temblors. 

Months may be required to com- 
plete the restoration of towns and 
villages, but the Bihar Government 
is considering plans for quakeproof 
buildings. Minor tremors still cause 
great fear. 

On official estimate sets the num- 
ber of dead at 4000, but it is point- 
ed out by Europeans familiar with 
Indian life that many deaths will 
never be recorded because of the 
custom of cremating the dead as 
soon as possible. In some sections 
where fuel was insufficient bodies 
which could not be burned were 
thrown unceremoniously into rivers. 

An unofficial and incomplete esti- 
mate of property damage shows 
losses running into millions. Gov- 
ernment buildings are said to have 
been damaged to the extent of $1,- 
110,000; municipalities, $1,750,000; 
private property, $7,000,000; crops, 
except sugar, $1,750,000; railroads, 
$3,500,000. ° 

Sugar cane suffered most heavily 
of the crops, since about 200,000 
acres may be worthlegs for harvest 
because of the destruction of Bihar’s 
factories, in which it is feared 50,- 
000 tons of crushed sugar also were 
lost. 

The Government is putting forth 
special efforts to help sugar grow- 
ers and is sending experts to ex- 
amine the possibility of shipping 
the cane elsewhere.

RFC SUSPENDS ITS SALES 
OF DEBENTURES TO BANKS 


Chairman Jones Says Yield Is Out 
of Line With That on Other 


Government Notes.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.— The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion has halted its sales of deben- 
tures to banks. Jesse Jones, chair- 
man, said the yield on these notes 
was now out of line with yield on 
other Government obligations. 

Jones indicated that the with- 
drawal of the debentures which ma- 
tured in one, two and two and one- 
half years was temporary and that 
the offering might be renewed when 
the bond market became such that 
the corporation offering would not 
interfere with Treasury financing. 

The Corporation has issued $175,- 
000,000 of these debentures to banks 
in which it purchased preferred 
stock and capital notes. It also has 
obligated its7lf to issue some others. 

Jones said some banks had asked 
for the notes, but that for the pres- 
ent orders were not being filled. 

Jones announced that preferred 
stock and capital notes had been 
purchased in 5653 banks for a to 
tal of $909,870,000. Loans for liqui- 
dation purposes aggregating $631,- 
143,000 have been made to 1684 
banks. 


FAVORABLE TRADE BALANCE 
OF $226,000,000 IN 1933 


Another Large Export Gain in De- 


WASHINGTON, Jan. . 26.—An- 
other large export gain in Decem- 
ber is shown by Department of 
Commerce figures today. to have 
given the United States a favor- 
able trade balance of $59,000,000 in 
that month and a favorable bal- 
ance for 1933 of $226,000,000. Ex- 
ports amounted to $192,000,000 in 
December compared with $1384,000,- 
000 in November while December 
imports totaled $133,000,000 com- 
pared with $128,000,000 in Novem- 
ber. 
Exports in 1933 were valued at

EARNINGS OF JOB PUT 
AT $15,000 A YEAR 


He Is Said to Be Only 


Bankruptcy Official Who 
Has Served Since Act 
Was Signed in 1898. 


Walter D. Coles, Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy for the Hastern District of 
Missouri for more than 35 years, 
during which he had become known 
as a bankruptcy expert without a 
superior in the -nation, has re 


signed, effective next Thursday. 
His successor will be appointed by 
Federal Judge Faris. 

Although Coles avoided publicity 
and would not discuss finances of 
his’ office, lawyers who practiced 
in his court considered the job one 
of the most lucrative of Federal 
offices in Missouri. They estimated 
that his earnings based on com- 
missions exceeded $15,000 a year. 
He presided in more than 7000 
bankruptcies. 

“I am quitting because I feel that 
35 years are enough,” Coles said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
after his resignation had been an- 
nounced. “I want to relax and get 
away from routine. I have lived all 
my professional Iffe in St. Louis 
and intend to stay here. I shall 
open an office and may do consult- 
ing or advisory work to keep me 
out of mischief.” 

Judge Faris said Coles had 
sought to resign several times in 
recent years but had been dissuad- 
ed. Coles is 66 years old. 

Named When Act Was Signed. 

Coles was appointed referee by 
the late Federal Judge Elmer B. 
Adams on July 1, 1808, the day 
President McKinley signed the Na- 
tional Bankruptcy Act. Although 
a Democrat, he had retained the 
appointive office through both Re- 
publican and Democratic adminis- 
trations. 

So far as has been determined, 
he is the only referee in the nation 
to have served continuously since 
the bankruptcy act went into ef- 
fect. 

Known particularly for his acu- 
men in the crogs-examination of 
bankrupts, Coles frequently would 
take over the interrogation of a 
witness from a lawyer and drive di- 
rectly ‘to the point with a few well- 
timed questions. His dry and salty 
wit often brightenéd otherwise dull 
relations of facts and figures in 
bankruptcy hearings. His com- 
ments, delivered gravely as he 
peered over his spectacles, were 
especially enlivening because of his 
invariably dignified demeanor. 

On one occasion an employe of a 
hat company, testifying about his 
duties, said he took care of the 
company’s machinery and also de- 
signed women’s hats. The Referee 
looked up, surprised, and remarked, 
“I have often seen women wearing 
hats that looked as though they 
were designed by machinists, but I 
never Knew. that the practice 
actually existed.”

Minister of Justice Follows 
Coionial Official Out of 
the Government.

PARIS, Jan, 26. — Eugene Ray- 
naldy, Minister of Justice, resigned 
today from the French Cabinet be- 
cause of the Bayonne pawnshop 
scandal. 

Raynaldy’s resignation, it was 
said, was intended to relieve the 
Cabinet of embarrassment during 
the impending debate in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on the scandal 
which already has caused Ray- 
naldy’s name to be dragged into 
parliamentary discussions.

Against Practice But Says Its 


ate * Prohibition in Constitution 


Would Be Wrong Move. 


By th® Assveiated rrtas. 

BOSTON, Jen 26.—Dr. A. Law- 
rénce Lowell, president emeritus of 
Harvard Univeraity, yesterday de- 
scribed the proposed child labor 
amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution as “about the worst move I 
have ever known taken in this 
country.” His views were set forth 
in a statement. 

Aft quoting the proposed 
amendment which says, “The Con- 
gress shall have power to limit, 
regulate and prohibit the labor of 
persons under 18 years of age,” Dr. 
Lowell said: 

“The power granted to Congress 
would authorize it to regulate the 
child and the home to an almost 
unlimited degree; and the promot- 
ers indicated that they wanted to 
go far. 

“.., No one except a few fa- 
natics really wants power exercised 
to anything like the extent to be 
authorized.

7-Point Conservation Pro- 
gram Includes Fire 
Control.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—The 
lumber industry yesterday wrote a 
geven-point program for a forest 
perpetuation into its recovery code. 
Without a dissenting vote, except 
over the enforcement machinery, 
the industry, foresters and lumber 
men, united on a plan designed to 
make permanent the remaining for- 
ests of the country and to assuge 
employment for 12,000,000 persons 
annually. 
The only question raised was 
whether the enforcement machin- 
ery was sufficient to insure success 
of the conservation plan. An in- 
terpretation of the power given the 
lumber code authority to enforce 
all provisions of the code settled 
the problem after a few minutes of 
argument. 
Provisions of Plan. 


The program, which will become | 


a part of the lumber code when ap- 


proved by the code authority and 
the Recovery Administration, pro- 
vides: 
1—Individual operators must as- 
sume responsibility for fire control 
and prevention during and follow- 
ing logging operations, which may 
call for snag disposal and pro- 
visions for special fire prevention 
_ equipment for logging engines and 
locomotives. 
2—The industry will co-operate 
with public agencies in systematic 
fire prevention and in protection 
against fire, insects and diseases in 
all areas now unprotected. 
3—As far as practicable opera- 
tors shall preserve all growing 
stock of young trees of valuable 
types below merchantable size with- 
out injury during logging. 
Saving of Young Trees. 


4—A sufficient number of trees 
of desirable species shall be left on 
or adjacent to cut-over areas to 
provide seed to insure a regrowth 
on the logged area or sufficient 
trees shall be left to provide a com- 
mercial cut at reasonable intervals. 

5—To the extent practicable, par- 
tial cutting or selective logging 
shall be the general standard for 
local measures of wood practices. 
Under this provision, operators will 
be permitted to determine their 
own methods of operation within 
the provisions of the code. 

6—Sustained yield shall be 
adopted throughout the country as 
rapidly as considerations permit 
and owners “find it advantageous | 
as a matter of orderly business pol- 
icy.” 

7—Education of the public to 
co-operate in fire prevention is to 
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ting. 

Under the plan the timber pro- 
| ducing areas of the country would 
be divided into districts, based on 
forest types or economic conditions, 
and each unit would limit the cut to 
its sustained yield capacity.

OGERS HORNSBY, who led 

the 1926 Cardinals to a pen- 
nant and world championship as 
a playing manager and who also 
has directed major league opera- 
tions from the dugout, believes 
the leader who is on the field, 
actively participating in the 
game, has a distinct advantage 
over the bench manager. 

Col. Jake Ruppert, owner of 
the Yankees, recently declared 
that he did not believe in player- 
managers, commenting on the 
fact that he had not offered the 
management of the Yankees to 
Babe Ruth when the position 
was left vacant by the death of 
Milier Huggins and subsequently 
when a change was made. 

“That's easy to understand,” 
Hornsby remarked, after an at- 
tention-caller did his stuff. “Rup- 
pert naturally was sold on bench 
managers by the success Miller 
Huggins had with the Yankees. 
And there are good arguments 
on both sides. But I would much 
prefer to direct a team and play 
at the same time. The piayer- 
manager is out there in the bat- 
tle and he therefore is in_closer 
touch with his own players and 
with the enemy than the man on 
the bench. 

“An infielder, for instance, who 
is managing a club, knows just 
how his pitcher is getting along 
and is more likely to know when 
it is time for a relief man to 
step in. The players can be 
moved for certain hitters more 
easily by a man on the field than 
the man on the bench. Of course 
it is true that the bench manager 
has a chance to see the whole pic- 
ture better, but that advantage 
is offset by the fact that the 
playing manager is closer to his 
men. : 

“The strongest argument 
against the player-manager is 
that the responsibilities of man- 
aging a team are likely to be too 
much of a load for a man and 
his batting and fielding may be 
affected. But the answer to that 
is that when you pick a man to 
be your manager, you figure that 
he can carry a Y%oad, or you 
wouldn't give him the job. 

“I believe the player-manager 
can develop young players more 
quickly than the bench manager. 
The man on the field can make 
suggestions and coach the young 
players to do the right thing at 
the right time, whereas the boss 
on the bezich has to wait till the 


inning is over and maybe by that 
time something has happened to 
make him forget it.” 


A Surplus Crop. 
RANCH RICKEY’S elaborate 
farm system is producing ball 
players so rapidly now that the 
Cardinals can't find place for all 
of them and other major league 
clubs are profiting by purchasing 
the surplus crop.

Nutritious Combinations Sug- 
gested for Noonday Meal 
by Experts. 


“Keep the school child growing.” 
A hot lunch every day will help to 
do that, says Dr. Louise Stanley, 
chief of the Bureau of Home Exco- 
nomics of the United States +De. 
partment of Agriculture, and now 
after years of urging, by educators 
and civic welfare workers, the hot 
lunch idea for schools is spreading 
rapidly. Last winter, for instance, 
mothers, teachers, county nurses 
and extension workers saw to it 
that hot lunches were served to the 
children in many. of the rura} 
schools in some 35 states. This win- 
ter the number of such schools is 
much greater. City schools, too, are 
| doing it on a bigger scale than ever. 

Nor do the benefits stop when the 
child’s immediate needs ‘are gsutis- 
field. If the lunches are properly 
planned and supervised, the child 
learns the principles of good diet. 
and forms good food habits, which 
will be useful all through his life.

top. ,

when the hot dish is a soup or 
chowder or anything in cream 
sauce. Apples, bananas and or- 
anges and other fresh fruits in sea- 
son, of course. Canned § sliced 
peaches or pineapple are among the 
best and cheapest of the canned 
fruits. Prunes, raisins and apricots 


to one-eighth inch thickness, allow- 
ing pastry to extend one inch be- 
yond edge. Fit loosely on plate. 
Fold edge back to form standing 
rim and flute with fingers. Com- 
bine eggs, salt and sugar; add milk 
gradually, then add coconut, and 
mix thoroughly. Pour into pie 
shell. Bake in hot oven (400 de. 
F.) 15 minutes, then decrease heat 
to moderate and make 30 minutes 
longer. Cool. 


Browned Parsnips. 

Scrub parsnips clean, drop into 
lightly salted, boiling water, and 
cook about 30 minutes until tender. 
Drain, scrape off skin, split length- 
wise, and pull out stringy cores. 
Dip pieces in flour and fry in fat 
until’ golden brown. Or mash pars- 
nips after the cores have been re- 
moved, season, and form into small 
cakes before frying.

OR OUNTY DRAFTED 


submitted to League of Muni- 
cipalities and Will Be Acted 
on Latér. 


A special meeting of the League 
gf County Municipalities will be 
held Feb. 8 to act on a proposed 
yniform ordinance for the suburban 
towns for the licensing and control 

of liquor sales. The ordinance vee 
submitted to the league last 
at Clayton City Hall. In seberal 
it follows Closely provisions Of the 
new State liquor control act. 

The draft of the bill was referred 
to the league’s Legislative Commit- 
tee and copies will be sent to all 
City Attorneys. It was drawn by 
Glen Mohler, City Attorney of Be 
ton and executive secretary of the 
jeague. 

State Deputy Named. 

A. G. Elam, 490 East Big Bend 
boulevard, Webster Groves, was ap- 
pointed Deputy State Supervisor of 
Liquor Control for St. Louis Coun- 
ty today by Supervisor E. J. Beck- 
er. He and other deputies will re- 
port for duty Monday. Elam has 
been a traveling salesman nearly 
49 years. He represents several 
hosiery companies in the Middle 
West, but expects to retire as a 
salesman. 

As submitted, the proposed uni- 
ordinance does not specify 
license fee to be charged 
for sale of hard liquor by the 
drink. This was left blank for 
the time being because only one 
town in the county, University 
City, has the right to authorize im- 
mediate establishment of this type 
of dispensary. Other suburbs must 
hold local option elections before 
they can permit sales by the drink, 
and these clections cannot be held 
before June 3. 

On recommendation. of the 
jeague’s Taxation and Revenue 
Committee, the ordinance calls for 
an annual city license fee of $25 
for sale of package liquor and $50 
for sale of beer ranging in alcoholic 
content from 3.2 to 5 per cent. Such 
sales are permissible throughout 
the State, without local option. 
General discussion last night indi- 
cated a preference for a $50 fee 
for package sales, the same rate 
fixed for the State license and for 
the maximum charge for a county 
license for this purpose.

Occupant of Motor Car Says He 


ING, Pa., Jan. 26.—The en- 
gineer and fireman of a passenger 
train were killed last night in a 
wreck caused by a stalled automo- 
bile on a grade crossing at Blan- 
don.

Strike Gently, Please.

HOSE puzzled by our Ameri- 

can crime Wave, murderers and

in Shady Deals 


David Lamar No Exception—He 


Made Fortunes 


But Was Broke 


at End. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25. 

RCH swindlers who won great 
A weaitn and died in dire poverty 

are at one with David Lamar. 
The recent passing of the “Wolf of 
Wall Street,” stripped of all his 
gains, brings to mind many of his 
kind who met similar fates. The 
names of some were in the news at 
the same time that his death was 
reported. The sensational suicide 
of a French swindler in a longly 
chalet in the Swiss Alps and the 
others in the same modern cate- 
gory. If one goes back into his- 
tory, instances of like careers of 
famous imposters are vividly por- 
trayed. 

Lamar was typical of the finan- 
cial charlatan class. He evolved 
spectacular schemes which made 
the senses of his victims reel and 
caused them to lose their caution. 
The old word “swindle” means to 
make dizzy, and a swindler, there- 
fore, is one who sets people awhirl 
with top-lofty proposals. Such proj- 
ects are generally actually dishon- 
est and sometimes just on the bor- 
der line between larceny and sharp 
practices not entirely legal. The 
boldest of swindlers have had im- 
pressive presence, suave manners 
and strong personality—and David 
Lamar had al! those equipments. 

As had so many of his kind, La- 
mar had lived lavishly. He had 
had an imposing country home with 
a large estate in New Jersey, an- 
other residence in the Berkshires 
and a town house in Fifth avehue. 
He had frequented the expensive 
restaurants of Broadway and its 
flashiest of all night resorts, His 
illicit operations had totaled mil- 
lions in his day. He had defied the 
Titans of Wall street, made him- 
self feared and hated by the great 
and the near great, devoured the 
substance alike of millionaires and 
clerks and insinuated himself into 
internationa] intrigues. Such was 
the man who, stricken at heart and 
with his faculties dulled by drugs, 
perished miserably and alone in a 
cheap room in a city which had al- 
most forgotten him. His finish is 
strikingly similar to that of so 
many of his calling who have gone 
before him on the road to ruin. 

< * ca 

ROBABLY the earliest of his 
P prototypes was the picturesque 

imposter of the eighteenth cen- 
tury who gave himself the name of 
Count Alessandro di Cagliostro but 
who was really born Balsamo. This 
Italian adventurer drew on his own 
lively imagination for a title he 
thought suited his personality and 
purposes. What Lamar’s actual 
name was is uncertain, He had 
been known as Levy in Omaha, once 
as Lewis and, again, as plain Jones. 


Cagliostro- accumulated a vast 
fortune selling the elixir of life, 
which was guaranteed to renew 


youth. He did manage to look much | 


younger than he was, and so did 
David Lamar, who, when he spoke 
of himself as 50, was nearer 70, and 
until recent , years was never “be- 
ing his age.” Both men'delighted in 
political intrigues by which they 
got many a dishonest thousand. In 
their love of fine clothes and jew- 
elry and the society of beautiful 
women, of attention-arresting ap- 
pearance, they were identical in 
tastes, 

The downfall of Cagliostro dated 
from a hare-brained scheme of sell. 


ing a diamond necklace to Marie . , oe 


Antoinette, wife of Louis XVI, King 
of France. This famous object, 
valued at $425,000, had been de 
signed for Madame Du Barry, but 
it was not completed by the Paris 
jewelers from whom it was or- 
dered until after the death of her 
protector, Louis XV, A profligate 
prelate, who was infatuated with 
the French queen, was induced by 
an adventuress to purchase the or- 
nament on credit. She promised to 
hand it to Marie Antoinette. The 
chief conspirator in the affair seems 
to have been Cagliostro, with whom 
the churchman had dealings. The 
necklace never reached the queen, 
for the adventuress sold it to a Lon- 
don jewelry firm and the proceeds 
were then divided among the con- 
spirators, The Paris jewelers had 
not received their money and, as 
the purchaser refused to pay, sent 
their bill to the queen. She nat- 
urally disclaimed all knowledge 


of it. 

A sulted, the outcome of which 
was that the churchman was 

exiled, the edventuress flogged and 

branded as a thief with a red-hot 

iron and her husband was sent to 

the galleys for life. 

In John Law, Lamar would have 
found a kinder spirit—not a police- 
man who bears that slang name, 
but in the versatile Scot—John Law 
of Lauriston. Law was the parent 
of the world’s earliest financial 
panic. He was born in Edinburgh 
in 1671 and had a most respectable 
father. He had imherited a large 
estate which he soon squandered 
and devoted the balance of an ill- 
spent life living by his wits. In the 
course of his dissipation he got into 
an ugly quarrel and killed a man 
in a duel. The affair was consid- 
ered more like one of deliberate 
murder than of “honor” and the 
young Scot fled to France. 

Law was a clever card gambler 
—evidently a crooked one—for 
he was expelled from France as 
a common .gamester. He was hand-

some and his manners were charm- 
ing and he had, as had Lamar, the 
ability to make a “front” and to im- 
press people of means. Law man- 
aged to get himself into court cir- 
cles in Italy, Austria and Germany, 
where he proposed various finan- 
cial schemes, Although he won 
plenty of money he did not at first’ 
get the official reeognition he de- 
sired. Finally he went back to 
France and was permitted to stay 
by the fawor of the Regent—the 
Duke of Orleans, 

The promoter had amassed about 
$500,000 through speculation and 
gambling and used it for a vast 
scheme in which the French nation 
became his partner. The Govern- 
ment was on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy; the currency debased and 
business demoralized. Law estab- 
lished a bank as the base of his 
operations, He then induced France 
to found a company for the alleged 
purpose of developing the valley 
of the Mississippi River, which she 
then controlled.

Law saved what he could for him- 
self and fled. He could not get 
away with much, however, and in 
London he lived largely by borrow- 
ing from aequaintances. England 
banished him and he made his way 
to Italy. From there he wrote let- 
ters to his former friends, asking 
in vain for 1000 pounds to set him 
again on his feet. Beset by cred- 
itors he went under an assumed 
name—Jardin. He died in Venice 
practically indigent in much the 
same circumstances as did Lamar 
in his hotel room. 

In the Humberts case, in Paris, 
all the elements of adroit manipu- 
lation without capital appeared. It 
will be recalled that Mme. Therese 
Humbert, nee Daurignac, was the 
chief organizer of a scandalous 
swindle which astonished the world, 
She was of lowly birth and even 
repulsive appearance, but she had 
a way of charming francs out of 
nothing, She had married an easy- 
going artist of good family, Fred- 
eric Humbert, son of a French offi- 
cial. 

Among her many exploits in high 
and low finance her scheme of the 
“Crawford millions” is the best 
known. She declared that in 1877 
she had met a very unhappy New 
York gentleman, Robert Crawford. 
by name, who had willed her £4, 
000,000 ($20,000,000). + He changed 
his will later, she said, and made 
as co-beneficiaries his two nephews, 
Robert and Henry Crawford. On 
the strength of her being so wealthy 
an heiress Mme. Humbert bor- 
rowed many millions. She and her 
husband and several of the “in- 


laws” lived in a veritable palace in. 


Paris, bought from the proceeds of 
loans she negotiated on her great 
inheritance. There were several 
beautiful estates.

NSAVORY rumors ~began to 
U circulate, and an investigation 

was started. Mme. Humbert 
merely smiled calmly and said that 
time would show how well ground- 
ed were such suspicions, A day 
for the opening of the safe contain- 
ing the Crawford millions wag ap- 
pointed, but the night before the 
household had fled. The safe was 
empty, which was not surprising 
because it had never had anything 
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in it. There had never been any 
securities nor any Crawfords. Mme. 
Humbert had never shown a copy 
of the will to anybody, for the sim- 
ple reason there had never been 
even a forged one. The Humberts 
were finally arrested in Spain, ex- 
tradited and brought back to 
France, where they were sentenced 
30 years ago to five years each in 
prison. The last flash of Mme. 
Humbert in the news was in 1927, 


when she was being sued on a $50 


claim. 


It is one of the remarkable quali- 
ties of promoters, such as Law, 
Lamar and many others of their 
ilk, that they are able to retain 
some measure of confidence even 
after they have been discredited. 
Law, for instance, had such mag- 
netism and plausibility that even 
after the debacle in France he was 
received elsewhere. 


lamar came back several times 
after he had served his prison 
terms, and had he not lost his 
nerve through advancing age and 
his ailments, might have done con- 
siderably more. Only a few days 
ago a promoter who has served 
several sentences for swindling and 
has only lately been released from 
Atlante re-established himself in 
the same old line in the Wall street 
district. The persuasive powers of 
this tribe avail because, after all 
they know the weaknesses of their 
fellow men and especially are adept 
in appealing to that human greed 
which seeks something for nothing. 
They are fully aware that the 
credulous are born frequently and 
also that the public has a _ short 
memory.

Prosecution Says Defend- 
ant Removed $260,000 
in Securities to Further 


Finney Operations. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 27.—Tom B. 


Boyd, former State Treasurer, 
was convicted by a jury here today 
on two counts of an information 
charging him with the illegal re- 
moval of bonds from the State 
vaults, 

Judge Otis E. Hungate said sen- 
tence would be pronounced two 
weeks from today. The law pro- 
vides a penalty of two to five 
years in the penitentiary on each 


count. 

Boyd resigned from office last 
fall as the result of disclosures in 
the Kansas forged bond scandal. He 
was accused of illegally removing 
from the State Treasury $260,600 
worth of bonds which were put up 
as security for State deposits in 
banks at Emporia and Icureka con- 
trolled by the Finney family. The 
prosecution charged that Boyd di- 
verted the bonds to further the Chi- 
cago market operations of Ronafd 

_ Finney, convicted bond forger and 
central figure in the scandal. Fin- 
ney also is charged with illegal re- 
moval of the bonds. 

It: was developed at the trial that 
Boyd and his wife had made a $6000 
protit on a $2.20Q investment with 
Finney in market transactions. 

The bond scandal _ investigation 
disclosed “more than $400,000 of 
forged bonds in the State Treasury. 

Roland Boynton, State Attorney- 
General, was acquitted by the State 
Senate Court of Impeachment this 
week on misdemeanor charges 
growing out of the scandal. 

State Auditor Will J. French is 
on trial before the impeachment

Indications. today were that the 
Greek Government would accord 
Insull some extension of his resi- 
dence permit on the ground of ill- 
ness. Tsaldaris said yesterday that 
Insull, who has been ordered ex- 
pelled at the expiration of his per 
mit Jan. 31, would be allowed to 
remain provided officially-designat- 
ed physicians found him too ill to 
travel. Physicians attending Insull 
said he hac recently suffered three 
Paroxysms of the heart. 

One of the physicians, Dr. Voy- 
lass, made light of rumors that In- 
sull had chartered a hydroairplane 
for a possible flight to Abyssinia. 
Dr. Voylass ¢ id “his heart could 
not possibly endure such a flight.”
